Town councillors cheered what 
they saw as a momentum building 
for Community Improvement Plan 

“This is awesome,” said Ward 2 Coun. 
Gary Accursi, “the community is buying 
into the CIP.” 

Council's general committee recom¬ 
mended approval of a $12,500 com¬ 
mercial building facade improvement 
grant to Upper Canada Animal Hospital 
Professional Corporation. 

It plans to improve the front of 1475 
Pelham St. near the comer of Regional 
Rd. 20 

It’s the second grant for the company. 

It used an earlier one to construct a 
new building to fill a hole beside 1475 
Pelham. The new structure includes 
four retail spaces and three second floor 
apartments. 

The new grant will cover up to 50% of 
the cost of repairing and replacing the 
current facade.

“It worked out 
wonderful.” 

In 2006, the survey showed a 
desire for more seniors services. 
It led to 55-and-over programs, 
delivery services for those 
at home and more large print

This is the third CIP grant 
for a program that began in 
the spring of 2010 to encour¬ 
age improvement of the exte¬ 
riors of private owned proper¬ 
ties in downtown Fonthill and 
Fenwick.

While the library staff is 
aware of general trends in 
library services, Stowe said you 
can’t be sure about the spe¬ 
cific needs of your community 
unless you ask.

“Now 
we have questions about them 
on the survey.” 

The library recently offered 
an instruction session on 
downloading e-books. 

The demand led to the 
scheduling of a series of 
e-reader sessions.

Other questions on this 
survey are directed to those 
who don’t use the library as 
well as to groups such as busi¬ 
ness people who may want 
specific services.

J. Xearly for a public meeting on a site 
alteration bylaw at town hall Monday. The 
meeting is actually this Monday, Oct 26. 

Instead of town hall, it will be held at 
Pelham Fire Station No. 1 on Regional Rd. 
20 beginning at 7 p.m. 

Planning director Craig Larmour said 
he contributed to the confusion. He had 
hoped to have preparations for a public 
meeting complete for the Sept. 19 town 
council meeting.

A closer look at governance in Niagara 


I he Niagara Community 
-L Observatory at Brock 
University released a policy 
brief on September 15, entided 
“Representation on Municipal 

Councils in Ontario." 

The report deals with the issue of 
representation on local and regional 
councils. Some people express the 
view that Niagara is “over-governed’’; 
that we have too many politicians 
for our population and something 
should happen to reduce the high 
number of local and regional 
politicians in Niagara. 

The last time the governance 
issue was raised by die regional 
council, it supported an increase 
in representation by adding a new 
directly elected regional councillor to 
represent the Town of Pelham. 

The rationale at the time was that 
Niagara-on-the-Lake had always 
been represented by the indirect 
election to Regional Council of the 
Lord Mayor and the direct election 



of a regional councillor Over the 
years Pelham's population began to 
exceed that of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
so the additional directly elected 
representative for Pelham seemed 
equitable. 

The direction had to be supported 
by what is called the triple majority. 
That is the maj ority of regional 
councillors had to favour that 
direction; the majority of the twelve 
local communities had to favour that 
direction and those communities 
that favoured that direction had 
to represent more than one half of 
Niagara’s population. 

In the end, that decision did pass 
the triple majority test and I became 
the first directly elected regional 


councillor for the Town of Pelham. 

When the Ontario regions were 
established in the 1970s, the first 
regional chairs were appointed. 
Since then regional chairs become 
elected or appointed in different 

In Niagara the regional chair 
is elected from the newly elected 
members of regional council 
although the option does exist to 
appoint a non-elected citizen of 
Niagara. The regions of Halton and 
Waterloo directly elect the regional 
chair and the region of Durham 
voters decided to go in that direction 
in 2014. 

Currently in the regions of 
Durham, York and Peel the chairs 
are appointed by the regional 
councillors even though the chairs 
were not elected. 

The argument against directly 
electing die regional chair is that we 
consist of 12 individual communities 
with no common media source. To 
run a campaign for election as the 


regional chair would be extremely 
expensive and would likely result in 
political party control or significant 
obligations to the funders of any 
campaign after the election. 

Should the current regional 
council enter into the discussion of 
changing the number of councillors 
for the next term, that debate will 
have to require the triple majority 
support Some advocate for a double 
directly elected representative. That 
would mean a person would serve 
as a local councillor as well as a 
regional councillor just like mayors. 

Detractors from this direction 
suggest that issues could arise which 
would put individuals in conflict 
between what is best for their town/ 
city versus what is best for the region 
as a whole. Others feel that double 
duty would turn into a full-time 
position and disqualify many citizens 
who would want to continue in a 
part-time role.

The Niagara Observatory 
notes that the total expense 
of regional council for 
remuneration and expenses 
is less than one-half of one 
percent of the budget so cost¬ 
saving is not a rationale for 
reducing numbers as regional 


compensated far more than 
in Niagara and many have 
additional expenses for offices 
and support staff. 

Brock’s study is current 
and should provide some 
basis for examining the future 
governance in Niagara. They 


provide a significant starting 
point by asking the question: 
What problem could be solved 
by reducing the size of Regional 
Council?

The current documentary 
play similarly tells the story 
of the thousands of migrant 
workers who come to Canada 
and Niagara from Mexico, the 
Caribbean and other coun¬ 
tries to work in orchards, veg¬ 
etable gardens and vineyards. 

Geiss, who is also executive 
director of In The Orchard 
Programming for the Arts, 
said she enjoyed working just 
as an artist again to get the 
job done. 

The masks of wood, papier- 
mache and burlap are carried 
by Mexican and Jamaican 
workers as they tell their sto¬ 
ries and outline their cultures. 

“We have people working 
in our fields but we do not 
provide a way for them to mix 
with us," she said. 

They have lively cul¬ 
tures that could enhance 
local festivals and summer 
celebrations. 

The goal of the theatre 


company is “to increase com¬ 
munication across ethnic 
and socio-economic lines" to 
reflect on “composition, pri¬ 
orities and values.” 

Geiss said for the mask 
project she turned to friends 
and students to get the work 
done in time for the show. 

“I has tremendous sup¬ 
port,” she said.

No Pelham sites 


in windmill project

Town residents will not see any wind¬ 
mills in a $550-million, 80-site Niagara 
Region Wind Corp. project soar over 
Fenwick. 

But within three years, they could gaze 
at a string of 46-metre high windmills 
stretching to the west along Vaughan 
and Elcho Rds. north of Wellandport. 

At an open house in the Royal 
Canadian Legion, Branch 613, hall 
on Wednesday, the company showed 
potential sites for 80 to 100 turbines on 
a map of its project area. The area, for 
which the company has a feed-in-tar- 
iff agreement from the Ontario Power 
Authority, includes parts of Pelham, 
West Lincoln, Lincoln, Grimsby, 
Wainfleet and Haldimand County. 

The Pelham open house was one of 
six being held. Two were in Lincoln and 
Grimsby Tuesday. Wednesday, they 
were in Pelham and West Lincoln. And 
Thursday they will be at the Wainfleet 
fire hall from 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. and at the 
Lowbanks Community Centre 5:30 p.m. 
to 8:30 p.m. 

Randi Rahamim, a spokeswoman 
for the wind company, said sites are 
selected on the basis of landowner 


interest, available wind power, quality 
of transmission infrastructure and avail¬ 
able labour. 

The company has optioned the 80 
pieces of land. Landowners will receive 
a yearly lease payment for about 20 
years once the windmills are erected. 

In Pelham, willing landowners to 
lease land have not been found and 
there may be transmission and environ¬ 
mental difficulties, she said. 

The 2.3-megawatt turbines will be 
larger than those already in use in the 
area, Rahamin said. 

The project would generate enough 
electricity for more than 57,000 homes. 

The development and construction 
stage project could create 700 jobs, fol¬ 
lowed by an estimated 120 long-term 
jobs related to the operation of the proj¬ 
ect, both in the company and with vari¬ 
ous suppliers and supporters. 

Rahamim said the type of turbine has 
yet to be selected. When it is, it will have 
to have a local manufacturing compo¬ 
nent such as an assembly plant. 

The size of the project could attract 
permanent green manufacturing to the 
area to serve windmill projects across 
Ontario, she said.
